“‘ When the Turkish authorities provided their infantry with a weapon which has 

a range of over 3,000 paces, and which can be reloaded and fired fifteen times a minute, 

they recognized that it would be to make too great a demand upon human nature, or 

at all events upon Turkish nature, to ask that men armed with so perfect a weapon 

should always wait patiently until the object at which they were to fire should be- 

come distinctly visible, or until an assailant, advancing to drive them out of a position, 

should have arrived at comparatively close quarters, before they themselves opened 

fire. Accepting, therefore, the impossibility of persuading their men to always 
carefully husband their cartridges, not to fire until the enemy had arrived within 

ry what used to be called ‘ effective musketry range,’ they decided that it would be 
better to let their men endeavor to utilize, to the most extreme limits, all the power 
of the rapid-firing weapons with which they were provided ; to open fire immedi- 
{ ately the enemy came within the very longest range of their rifles, and to fire as 
rapidly as possible ; while, at the same time, since it was inevitable that such a line 
of action would involve the consumption of an enormous number of cartridges, every 
effort was made not only to amass an immense supply of ammunition, but also to 
insure that the men engaged should never run short of cartri Accordingly, 
immediately the enemy came within the very longest range of their rifles the Turks, 
as a rule, opened fire, and endeavored to keep up a continuous and incessant rain of 
bullets over all the ground occupied by the enemy ; or upon which his troops, if 
concealed from view, were presumably drawn up; or over which they would have to 
advance to the attack, entirely regardless of the expenditure of ammunition in- 
volved thereby. And there can be no doubt—we have testimony upon the point from

and with them the war was fought out. 


a host of witnesses, we have the testimony of the Russians themselves—that immense 
loss was frequently inflicted upon the Russian assaulting columns by these means; 
that, on more than one occasion, the advance of the Russian lines was not only 
retarded but absolutely stayed ; that the attack faded away; that the onslaught was, 
for the time at all events, definitely arrested by this unaimed high-angle fire before 
the Russians, armed with a weapon of inferior power, could arrive near e: to the 
defenders to reply to the fire which was devastating their ranks. General Todleben 
in a letter to General Brialmont, states that the number of Turkish bullets which f 
among the Russian ranks when they were still 2,000 yards away from the defenders’ 
position was such that divisions which at the outset numbered from 10,000 to 12,000 
men were speedily reduced to a strength of from 4,000 to 5,000; that, in other words, 
they lost half their effectives. Capt. Kouropatkine, speaking of the attack upon 
Loftcha, states that at 2,000 yards from the Turkish position Russian soldiers were 
struck down by the defenders’ bullets, and that at 1,500 yards men were , 
rapidly on all sides ; and General Zeddeler, who was present with the Russian 
when it received its ‘baptism of fire’ at Gorm Dubniak, states that at 3,000 paces 
, from the defenders’ position the Russians began to suffer loss, that at 2,000 men 
| were falling rapidly, and as the attack progressed the reserves suffered as much 
as the firing line. If it were necessary, I could quote in detail a number of instances 
which — the eg a of these seatamnente ; but the ys that ee, Russians suff 
severe loss from the long-range firing o' e enemy is so generally admitted, i 
universally conceded, that it is needless, I think, to multiply preofs.”

An Army officer'sends us the following from the Aflanta 
Constitution: “We notice that the Government is abont 6 
issue 15,000 cartridge belts to the Army. These ‘belts aré 
undoubtedly superior to any box that hag ever been issued 
to the Army since the metallic cartridge has been in use, as a 
greater number of ‘cartridges can be more ‘compactly carried 
in it, and with less fatigue to the soldier, than in any other 
way, the weight being equally distributed ‘around the body. 
But. has not the belt faults that might ‘be overcome? “For 
instance, it is exposed to the weather, and when wet the 
loops that hold the cartridges are liable to shrink, which 
will cause trouble in inserting or extricating them, and, in 
the field in the presence of the enemy, when it becomes 
necessary to replenish ammunition where it is of the gréatest 
importance that it should be replaced instantly, too much 
time is. lost, The belt, we will suppose, holds sixty car- 
tridges ; this would require three packages, as they are at 
present sent us by the United States ordnance department. 
The packages are handed to the soldier, which are opened 
and each particular cartridge taken out and inserted in a 
loop in the belt, If the loop happens fo be wet, the chances 
are that the cartridge cannot be inserted, but taking it for 
granted that all the loops are of sufficient size to receive the 
cartridges, another element enters, to-wit: the time required 
to transfer them. The packages which are given to the sol- 
dier contain twenty cartridges each ; he is required to open

Tue Norfoik Virginian says: ** We are pleased to see that 
the United States Government has recognized the rights of 
sailors and marines to religious services. Rev. James J. 
Kane, who has been detailed for duty at the Norfolk station, 
has prepared a regular course of services for the benefit of 
the sailors and marines at this port. Preaching every Sun- 
day at 10!¢ a.m., on the receiving ship Franklin: at the 
Naval Hospital at 3 Pp. u., and on every Thursday afternoon, 
at the same hour, he proposes to give a series of select read- 
ings or lectures to the inmates of the Naval Hospital. He 
also propuses giving a similar course to the men on the re- 
ceiving ship, and the marines at the Navy-yard on other 
days.” 

Gen. Suenman finds that there is “a great moral differ- 
ence,” as Mark Twain would say, between being Grand 
Marshal of an inaugural procession and marshal of an em- 
pire, as some other historic soldiers have been. The an- 
nouncement of his programme for the procession to and from 
the Capitol on the 4th of March was followed by a deluge of 
protests, in person and through the Washington papers. 
The military committee on the inauguration also prepared 
& programme. General Sherman, on beiog interviewed 
by a reporter of the Star, said: ‘‘The committees have all 
been consulted. We can’t march 20,000 men from this end of 
the avenue to the Capitol in the two hours which the inaugu 
ral ceremonies at the Capitol usually consume, Therefore it 
it was concluded to make the procession after the inaugural 
address, so that President Garfield could review it on his re- 
turn. Every sub-division will march the whole length of 
Pennsylvania avenue as high up as 17th street—exactly the 
same distance as was marched by the troops in the grand re- 
view in May, 1865. All arrangements for witnessing the pro- 
cession have been made by the committee along the avenue, 
and no arrangements have been made for viewing it from 
the side streets. The first division, which escorts Gen. Gar- 
a a tees Capitol, must uot exceed 4.000 ren, because 

largest number that can be grou: in the space 
immediately east of the Capitol without pra ons ee 
citizens who will be here to hear the inaugural address. That 
division (the first) will be composed of representative men of 
ali classes. There will be regulars, the navy, volunteers, and 
civilians in it. Every organization that perfers « special 
assignment of place ought to apply in writing to Col. Corbin, 
who has carried on the correspondence with outside people 
who are coming here, and of course an effort will be made 
to gratify them as far as possible.” ‘It is claimed, Gene- 
ral,” the reporter said, “that you are discriminating in favor 
of the regulars as against other people.” ‘ That's bosh and 
nonsense,” was the emphatic reply. ‘There is nothing of 
the kind. The best answer to that assertion is that the first 
division which escorts Gen. Garfield to the Capitol will be 
composed of all classes.” Gen. Sherman directed that one 
of his four divisions be posted around the front of the Capi- 
tol, and two others, one on each side of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, stretching from the Capitol to the Treasury. The re- 
maining division, the first, under Gen. Ayres, to form in 
front of the White House and Treasury building, running 
up into New York avenue, and march as an escort to the 
President to and from the Capitol. On its return from the 
Capitol the three other divisions to fall in behind the first, 
and allto pass in review before the President opposite the 
White House. Gen. Sherman has invited Gen. Lloyd Aspin- 
wall, New York, and Gen. L, M. Dayton, Ohio, to act as aides 
in the procession. 

Suncron Grorce A. Oris, U. 8. Army, died at his resi- 
dence in Washington, D. C., February 23, of paralysis.

Dickins 
received the guests. The hall was very beautifully decorated 
with flags, banners, and pennants. Dancing of round as 
well as square dances began about 9 o’clock and continued 
until the german commenced at 11 Pp. m. A very large num- 
ber of couples joined in this dance, which was led by 
Messrs. Reamey and Babcock....Admiral Porter's daughters 
gave a delightful dancing reception from 4 to 7 yesterday. 
Mrs. Porter’s health is improving, but she is not yet able to 
see company.” 

Tue Cheyenne Leader of Feb. 17 says : The Government 
has made a national cemetery of the third class on the Cus- 
ter battle-field, where are interred the remains of the gallant 
band who fell June 24. 1876. But the Government owes a 
like duty to those who fell in the Phil Kearney massacre, 
Dec. 22, 1866. Over a hundred meu and officers who met 
death in that dreadful catastrophe, lie buried near the site of 
that now ruined and abandoned post, utterly neglected. 
Gen. John E. Smith, now colonel of the 14th Infantry, who 
was assigned to command.at Phil Kearney after the massa- 
cre, had the remains of these men carefully interred, and 
erected a monument over the trench in which they were 
placed. But after the abandonment of the country in 1867, 
the Indians destroyed the post entirely, and so nearly 
wrecked the monument that but a small portion of the ruin 
now remains. The spot where they rest is as sacred as that 
of the Custer field, and the Gove:nment should either pro- 
tect it or remove}the remains to the Custer national cemetery. 
Tae same is true of other places where men have fallen in 
defence of the country—such as at the Thornburgh fight 
the battle of the Rosebud, the fight at Big Hole and others. 
At Old Camp Floyd, 50 miles south of Salt Lake, over 70 men 
are buried, who died there during the campaign under Gen. 
Albert Sidney Johnson, in 1857-8. The burial ground there 
is utterly neglected, and very little record remains to show 
who were buried there. Gen. Smith, now commanding at 
Camp Douglas, Utah, sent a board of officers there to 
examine the cemetery, and on their report he asked authority 
to have the remains brought to Camp Douglas and interred 
in the military cemetery at that post. The authorities, how- 
ever, took no action upon his recommendation, and it seems 
doubtful if anything will ever be done... .It is said that Gen. 
Hancock wrote to President Hayes, saying that the fortunes 
of political war had made it impossible for him to reward the 
valuable services of his friend and aide-de-camp, Colonel 
Mitchell, and asked it as a special favor that he be appointed 
to the vacancy in the inspector-zeueral’s corps. The Presi- 
dent, however, did not see fit to grant the request, but ap- 
pointed Col. Breckinridge, a cousin of Mrs. Hayes.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Naval Examining Board, of which Pay Director 
Thomas H. Looker wax President, has been dissolved. 

ALL the vessels on the European Station are fully pro- 
visioned and equipped for a cruise to the East in the event of 
war breaking out between Greece and Turkey. The health 
of the squadron remains excellent. 

THREE officers and fifty enlisted men will constitute the 
complement from the Marine Corps at the Brooklyn yard, to 
take part-in the inauguration of President Garfield. 

Lrevt.-Cou. Joun L. Broome has been directed to transfer, 
temporarily, three sergeants, three corporals, and thirty-four 
marines from the Marine Barracks at Norfolk, Va., to the 
Marine Barracks, Washington, for the purpose of partici- 
pating in the parade at the inauguration of the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

CommoporE Pattison, commander of Navy-yard, Wash- 
ington, has been ordered to direct as many officers, non- 
commissioned officers and privates as can be spared from 
the Marine Barracks at the Navy-yard, and the training 
ships Portsmouth and Saratoga, to report daily (Sundays ex- 
cepted), to the commanding officer of the Marine Barracks 
for drill with other troops, for the purpose of participating 
at the inauguration on the 4th of March. 

Tue Rhode Island Legislature have resolved in their turn 
‘that the Senators and Representatives in the Congress of 
the United States from Rhode Island be requested to use all 
honorable means in their power to secure the establishment 
of the United States Naval Training School for boys upon 
Coaster’s Harbor Island, in Newport, which site has been 
ceded by this State to the United States for that purpose. 
That the Secretary of State be instructed to forward a copy 
of these resolutions to each of the Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress from this State.” The resolutions have 
been duly presented in Congress. 

Cart. Cuarues E. Havener, of Rockland, Me., has in 
his possession a souvenir of the redoubtable pirate, Capt. 
Robert Kidd, it being no less than a quadrant, with which 
that bloody mariner was wont to “ bring down the sun.” 
The instrument is of ancient design, weighing about fifteen 
pounds, made from ebony, the mountings being made of 
brass, the case inlaid with ivory, showing unmistakable evi- 
dence of age. Its length is twenty inches, and the length of 
the arc sixteen inches. An oval piece of ivory is also set in 
the frame, bearing the following inscription, in letters of 
antiquated appearance: ‘‘I* Hutchins* St. Catherins* For* 
Capt. Kidd* 1765.” 

HE Trenton Herald of Jan. 27, describing an accident 
already spoken of in the Jowunna of Feb. 19, gives these 
odditionel particulars: On Saturday morning last the Wipsic 
anchored off Hyeres, France, having left here (Villefranche) 
the day before. Among the men aloft at light yard evolu- 
tion in the evening was George Hopkins, seaman, who was 
attached to the Trenion up to last October, when he was 
transferred. In his passage from aloft, and while on the top- 
gallant cross-trees, by a sudden roll of the ship to starboard, 
he lost his hold, falling backwards, striking the topmast rig- 
ging, thence to the sentry box abaft the starboard gangway, 
going through the oak gratings and frames, breaking them 
to pieces, finally dropping into the water. Two of the crew 
immediately jumped overboard to the rescue. One of them, 
Thomas Nelson, grasped the body and sunk twice with it in 
his arms, when, from sheer exbaustion, he was compelled to 
relinquish his hold. The position of Nelson with his burden 
in the water prevented the life-boat being lowered in time to 
save the body before it sunk for the last time. The follow- 
ing morning the body was grappled for, but without success. 
It is thought life was extinct before reaching the water. The 
death of this young man is singularly coincidental with that 
of Charles G. Foster in this harbor last May ; he having the 
same ship’s number, and fell frem the same crosatrees on the 
same mast, and if we mistake not, the same day of the 
month. 

Capt. RaupH CHANDLER has been placed in command of 
the training squadron, consisting of the Minnesota, Consti- 
tution, Portsmouth, and Saratoga. Also in command of 
the permanent headquarters or naval training stations which 
a hereafter be established. 

HE petition of John J. Winn and other warrant officers 
and sailors of Farragut’s fleet entitled to bounty for destroy- 
ing the Confederate fleet at New Orleans, in 1862, presented 
to Congress and referred to a committee, w:s on Saturday 
reported back favorably, as will be seen by our Congressional 
proceedings. The case was before the district courts, which 
directed the distribution of a large part of the award, 
$31,090.33, in court expenses, and another share of $93,- 
865.20 to the counsel, Gen. B. F. Butler claiming 350,000 of 
the latter. A balance of $143,644 was left undistributed. 
The roport of the committee recommends that $146,000 be 
paid to the survivors, without any deduction for court or 
counsel fees. 

In the Senate Mr. Hoar has presented a resolution of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts requesting her Senators and 
Representatives in Congress to use their earnest and continued 
efforts toward securing the passage of such measures by the 
Congress of the United States as will in their judgment best 
promote an early and permanent revival of the commercial 
marine of the nation. 

In December, 1868, the Court of Claims rendered judg- 
ment for Gen. Burns for $2.50 on each of 40,497 tents 
amounting to $101,242.59, but declined to include in said 
judgment the one-half of said royalty on the remaining 
3,195, the judges differing as to the Government’s liability 
for these, Gen, Burns pctitioned Congress for the $7,987 
due on them. The House Committee on Claims report in 
his favor, and have introduced a bill for his relief. 
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Wasuineton’s birthday was observed at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, flags flying from the rigging of the United 
States steamers Minnesota, Powhatan, Colorado, Alarm and 
Intrep-d. At noon a salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
from the Colorado. The marines at the barracks and the 
boys attached to the Minnesota were granted liberty to visit 
friends. On the gundeck of the Minnesota a variety per- 
formance was given by the boys. 

A Newport, R. L, despatch of Feb. 20 says: “‘The ex- 
traordinary concession demanded by the Government before 
accepting Coaster’s Harbor Island for a naval training station 
is the principal topic of conversation here, and a great deal 
of opposition to the scheme is being developed. A member 
of the Board of Aldermen states that if the question was 
put to the taxpayers again, to give the island for the purpose 
named, without conditions, it would have less than 1,000 
votes. It is now thought that New London will secure the 
prize.” 

THE only obstacle to the successful measurement by tele- 
graph of longitudes in the Japan and China sea, under direc- 
tion of the United States Hydrographic Office, has been re- 
moved by the consent of the Russian government, received 
4 telegraph, to the occupation of an astronomical station at 

ladivostock by United States naval officers. The under- 
peg 4 was strongly urged upon the Navy Department by 
the National Academy of Sciences in April last, and arrange- 
ments have now been completed, in pursuance of which a 
party of naval officers will proceed to Japan in March next, 
and will, by a exchange of time signals, working 
from Vladivostock through Japan and China to Madras, in 
British India, determine with great exactness the longitudes 
of Yckohama, Nagasaki, Shanghai, Amoy, Hong Kong, 
Manila, Saigon, and Singapore.

SUSPENSION FOR ProressioNaL DisQuaLIFICATION.—In & 
letter dated Dec. 29, 1880, the Secretary of the Navy sub- 
mitted to the Attorney-General the questions: (1) Whether a 
vacancy in the grade of lieut.-commander should be held 
open for the promotion of a lieutenant whose period of sus- 
pension from promotion for professional ualification is 
about to expire? (2) Whether the suspended lieutenant’s/Joss 
of date “commenced from January 22, 1880, the date from 
which Le would have taken rank as lieut t d 
had he been found quelified for promotion, or from February 
6, 1880, the date of the mers of the findings of the Exa- 
mining Board in his case by the President?” In the event 
of an answer to the first pow in the negative, the ques- 
tion is raised: ‘‘(3) Could Lientenant —-—— be 
to the next higher grade, if found qualified upop re-examin- 
ation, at the expiration of his period of suspension, or should 
his promotion be then postponed until the happening of 4 
vacancy in the grade of lieut t der?” In view of 
considerations which he mentions, the Attorney-General says: 

Iam of opinion that the words in the statute “shall be sus- 
pended from promotion for one year, wih corresponding loss of 
date,” etc., do not mean that the loss of date bal necessari y be 
contemporaneous with the period of suspension, but thar the 
of date shall correspond in length of time with th riod of sus- 
pension. In this view, it seems to me, justice will be done to the 
officer, and to the evident intentio® of the statute that he shall be 
retained in the Service when his deficiency has been one that may 
be reasonab y expected to be soon repaired. The year of Ines of 
date by Lieutenant — will comme ce from Jan 
1880, but the period durin which he will be suspended from pro- 
motion will commence on February 6, 1880. He will thus be only 
punished with a loss of date of one year in extent. The period of 
suspension wil extend over an equal time, during which he will 
have an opportunity to repair the deficiencies t have been 
found to exist. 

It a ma yo in this connection, to consider what will be the 
operation of this construction in regard to future events. For the 
period of the year of suspersion Lieutenant —— is out of the 
Service 8» fa as promotion is concerned. He cannot be pi 
until February 6, 1881. Whe» promoted, the date from which 
(assuming that he shall then have passed his examinatio ) he is to 
take rank will be correctly stated by causin ' his rank to commence 
as of the date of January 22, 1881. As he is ineligible for En. 
tion during the whole year commencing February 6. 1880, no 
vacancies should be kept open for him until that time ar ives. 
Such vacancies as occur. the officers who ere then eligible are en- 
titled to fill, and it is the obvious intention of Congress that such 
positions shall be filled, as they are created not for the benefit of 
officers but for the needs of the public serv'ce. As his loss of 
date is only to be from January 22, 1880, when he is able thereafter 
to obtain promotion, bis rank should be expressed as above stated 
in his commission. Undoubtedly, it is true txat vacancies may 
not occur until many months after February 6, 1881; but of this 
Lieutenant — would have no just omy of compl int. 
The only period of suspension that the law has designated is ter- 
mina ed on February 6, 1881. If he is unable to be promoted at 
that time, or immedistely thereafter, it is only the common care 
of an officer 9 for promotion, but for whom no vacancy is 
ready. It would be impossi le, for his beneft, to extend the 
pumber of lientenant-commanders beyond that designa ed by the 
statate. In stating that he w uld be enti led to have rank, when 
he shal! finally have been promoted, as of the date of January 
1881, I do not intend to be understood as intimating ‘hat he wou 
be entitled to the pay of the higher grade from the ranking da e in 
his commission. Bis case would rot be that of thecflicer provided 
for by section 1562, Revised Statutes. 

To answer ycur questions, then, directly, I reply to your first 
and third inquiries that no vacancy in the je of lieutenaot- 
commander sh \uld be held open for the promotion of Lieutenant 
——_—_—— which may occur previous to the ex iration of the year 
of his suspension, and that ne cannot be pr moted into the next 
higher e, if found qualified upon re examination, at the expir- 
ation of his period of eu-pension, until a vaca cy shall have 
occurred in that grade. His promotion is necessarily postponed 
until the occurrence of a vacancy in tha grade by the law which 
limits the number of Jieutenant-commanders.

ARMY STATISTICS. 


Last week we presented some interesting facts and 
figures compiled from the tables accompanying the last 
annual, report of the Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Army Mutual Aid Association, Capt. Geo. W. Davis, 
14th Infantry. We now furnish some. further data 
derivéd from the'same source.

Reliable statistics frona the best medical experts in Europe 
and America have proved the existence of color blindness in 
about 4 per cent. of men, while in women this peculiar de- 
fect is very rare. Color-blindness exists as red or green 
blindness, one involving the other. Violet or blue-yellow 
blindness also exists, though more rarely. . . . . Color- 
blindness is very hereditary. When congenital it is incurable 
and cannot be palliated by any practical methods. It is also 
said to be produced by injury, disease, and cpr 
alcohol and tobacco. All these conditions are now ed 
in regulations for its control on land andsea. . . . The 
maritime nations of Europe have introduced these tests into 
their navies, and some of them into the merchant marine. 
Our Government has ized the importance of the sub- 

ect, as shown by the action of the three Departments, Army, 

‘avy, and Marine Hospital Service. In the last it is made 
compulsory with pilots but not with seamen. . . . = 
as in European navies, the tests have been carried ~* abou! 
the same proportion of seamen are found color-b as 
among railroad employees, namely, from 2 to 5 per cent. 

This dangerous defect in so large a number of persons 
cannot but explain the cause of many marine disasters other- 
wise unexplainable. ;

accidents which might have been due to color-blindness or 
defective vision. 

The English Lloyds report the average annual num- 
ber of collisions throughout the world during the years 
1866 to 1871 as 2,163, resulting in the sinking of 175 
vessels. This number only includes those that were in- 
sured, and also necessarily excludes a great many whose 
cases were settled without litigation. 








THE FORTIFICATION BILL. 


Tue Fortification Appropriation bill passed the Senate 
on Wednesday. All the amendments proposed by the 
Committee on Appropriations were adopted without 
opposition. These amendments were as follows : 

In line 1, before the word “ huadred,” to strike out “one” 
and insert ‘‘two ;” so as toread: ‘“‘ That the sum of $200,000 
be and the same is hereby, appropriated, out of any money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the protection, 

vation, and repair of fortifications and other works of 
fo ig for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, the same to 
be nded under the direction of the Secretary of War.” 

In line 9, after the word ‘‘ War,” to insert: “And the 
Secretary of War is directed to make rt of the condition 
of the fortifications, and what number of them, if any, can be 

i with.” 

n Jine 18, after the word “rifles,” to strike out “ and the 
manufacture of four improved breech-loading twelve-inch 
rifled guns, four hundred,” and insert ‘‘two hundred and 
fifty ;’ so as to read: ‘For the armament of sea-ceast forti- 
fications, inclnding heavy guns and howitzers for flank de- 
fence, carriages, projectiles, fuses, powder, and implements, 
their trial and proof, and all necessary expenses incident 
thereto, and for machine guns, including the conversion of 
smooth-bore cannon into rifles, $250,000.” 

Insert in line 20, after the word “dollars,” the following 
clause : ‘‘ And the President is authorized to select a board, 
to consist of one engineer officer, two ordnance officers, and 
two officers of artillery, whose duty it shall be to make ex- 
amination of all inventions of heavy ordnance and improve- 
meats of heavy ordnance and projectiles that may be presen- 
ted to them, including guns now being constructed or con- 
verted under direction of the Ordnance Bureau ; and said 
board shall make detailed report to the Secretary of War, 
for transmission to Congress, of such examination, with re- 
commendation as to what inventions are worthy of actual 
test, and the estimated cost of such test; and the sum of 
$25,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 

ropriated for such purpose.” 

n line 46, after the word ‘‘sales,” to insert : “‘And he shall 
make statement of his action under this provision in his 
next annual report.” Soas to make the clause read : “And 
the Secretary of War is hereby authorized, in his discretion, 
to exchange the unserviceable and unsuitable powder and 
shot oa hand for new powder and protectiles, or to sell the 
same and purchase similar articles with the proceeds of the 
sales ; and be shall make statement of his acton under this 
provision in his next annual report.” 


General Benét, Chief of Ordnance, in a letter to the 
Secretary of War, enters his protest against the reduc- 
tion from $400,000 to $250,000. He says: ‘‘ The con- 
version of our smooth-bore guns into 8 inch and 11 inch 
rifles should be continued with all the expedition possi- 
ble. This is no louger an experiment. Our tests and 
trials with heavy charges of powder and shot prove that 
these guns are strong and powerful. Several of the 8 
inch rifles have been fired 700 and 800 rounds each, a 
test that carries conviction. Of the 11 inch one has 
been fired 400 rounds, showing its durability. The 
system of conversion has proved itself a success. The 
foundries are capable of converting these guns and 
absorb such portion of that amount as can be given to 
guns. Carriages have to be altered and prepared to 
enable us to mount them in our forts. For such vitel 
and vast national interests $400,000 is but a small sum, 
and ought not to be reduced. I respectfully recom- 
thend that the appropriation of $400,000 may be urged 
ypoa Congress,”

Some hasty criticism, mostly based on ignorance, has 
been expended on the estimates made for sundry speci- 
fied items in the pending River and Harbor bill. Most 
of she appropriations named are for works already be- 
gun, many of which have been in progress for years. 
The experience of the Engineer Corps is that the im- 
provements for which small sums are asked make the 
best return of any for the amount expended. In the 
vast territory of the United States many streams appear 
insignificant which are really of much local importance, 
and excel in actual magnitude European streams of his- 
teric renown. It is, of course, a question as to what 
policy should be pursued in regard to paying for such 
improvements out of the National Treasury, but, assum- 
ing that the precedent already established is to be fol- 
lowed, the River and Harbor bill of this year only con- 
tinues the policy. Much of the criticism upon it is a 
mere display of ignorance, under the pretence of superior 
knowledge. 








Tue imminence of an Eastern European war is indi- 
cated by extensive purchases of small arms and ammu- 
nition made, during January and the present month, in 
this city. It is understood that the Turkish government 
has recently made a supplemental contract with the 
Providence Tool Co., for 100,000 stands of the Peabody- 
An order for Hotchkiss repeating rifles, 
to the number of 16,000, is also being executed by the 
Winchester Arms Company. Among the recent ship- 
ments we notice one of 25,000 Remingtons to South 
America, probably for the Argentine Republic. Large 
purchases, mostly of Remingtons, have been made for 
Greece, via Liverpool and Glasgow, bills of lading have 
been made through to Pireus. A cablegram of the 24th 
says: ‘The Porte has ordered 30.000,000 of cartridges 
from the United States, to be delivered within the next 
three months.” This order was given to the Winches- 
ter Arms Co. about a month since, and has been already 
partially filled. We learn that the Winchester Co. is 
also turning out considerable lots of their repeating 
rifles, model of °76, for Turkey. 








Tae news from Lima states that the Chilians cannot 
find any one to sign a peace. Two thousand eight hun- 
dred prisoners were taken by the Chilians and carried 
to the island of San Lorenzo. Chorrillos was burned to 
the ground. The streets, the malecon and the beach 
were strewn with dead bodies. The burning of Chor- 
rillos was provoked by the stubborn resistance of those 
who were driven into the town and who fired on the 
enemy from the streets, roofs and balconies. Only the 
Peruvian fleet in the harbor was destroyed. Among the 
foreign officers who obtained permission to accompany 
the Chilian army inthe march on Lima was Lieut.- 
Commander Dennis W. Mullan, of the U. 8. steamer 
Adams. 








Tre Army Appropriation bill, as it was finally 
agreed upon by the two houses and approved by the 
President, contains these provisions : 


And the actual time of service in the Army or Navy, or 
both, shall be allowed all officers in computing their pay. 
Provided, That there shall be no discrimination in the 
issue of forage against officers serving east of the Mississ- 
ippi River, provided they are required by law to be mounted, 
and actually keep and own their animals. 

Provided, That to the cost of all stores and other articles 
sold to the officers and men, except tobacco, as provided for 
in section 1149 of the Revised Statutes, ten per centum shall 
be added to cover transportation, and other inci- 
dental charges, save that subsistence supplies may be sold 
to companies, detachments, aud hospitals at cost prices, not 
including cost of transportation, upon the {certificate of an 


of a hospital, that the supplies are necessary for the exclu- 
sive use of such company, detachment, or hospital. 

And provided further, That the cost of each article shall 
be understood in all cases of sales to be the invoice price of 
the last lot of that article received by the officer by whom 
the sale is made. 








A RESOLUTION was passed by the Senate instructing 
the Secretary of the Navy to inquire into the particu- 
lars of the restoration to the active list of Edward Bel- 
lows. When the answer of the Secretary was returned, 
that answer with the whole subject was referred to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs for their opinion as to the 
legality of the restoration to the active list of Paymaster 
Bellows. The committee have made a report declaring 
that there are but 49 paymasters in the Navy, and that 
Paymaster Edward Bellows is illegally on the list. 
They sustain their conclusion by reports from various 
decisions of the Attorney-General. 


As will be seen by our congressional proceedings, 
Senator Cameron has introduced a bill to restore to offi- 
cers the full allowance of which they were so unjustly 
deprived by the act of June 18, 1878. We regret that 
the bill was not introduced earlier, so as to give more 
time for its passage, but it is so clearly just that it ought 
not to meet with any opposition. It has received a

AFFAIRS IN NORFOLK. 
Norroik, Feb. 22. 

After many weeks of preparation an ineffectual at- 
tempt was made last week, Thursday, the 17th instant, 
to haul the Canandaigua out of the water at the Nor- 
folk Navy-yard. A large crowd, which included many 
ladies and all of the officers on the station, was as- 
sembled, the day was fair, the wind light, and tide 
favorable. The ship was nicely pointed, the cradle 
took the ways handsomely, and she was coming up 
slowly with a strain on the bow tackle, when the field 
music from the marine garrison arrived to cheer the 
mez at the crab. A lively air was struck up, the heav- 
ers on the bars stepped off with life, and the jib seemed 
certain, when snap, bang, went one of the parts of the 
tackle, and away went the big hull, quietly at first, and 
then with the rush of a launch into the wine-colored 
Elizabetk. The quarter tackles had not been manned, 
and there was no preventer gear at hand, which will 
probably not be the case to-morrow, the 23d, when 
another effort will be made. Fortunately, no one was 
hurt, unless professionally. 

The damage done to the grounds of the U. 8. Naval 
Hospital at Norfolk by the great gale of August, 1879, 
is at last being repaired. Medical Director Suddards, 
who is now in charge there, has had a working party 
engaged nearly all winter, removing the fallen trees, 
grading the holes in the lawn, levelling unsightly 
mounds, and clearing out the underbrush of the beau- 
tiful pine forest on the south side. Nearly four hundred 
young trees, including acacias, tulip poplars and ever- 
greens, have been set out, and a little later forty speci- 
mens of magnolia di flora, which thrives exceed- 
ingly well around Norfolk, will be added to the collec- 
tion. Attention will also be given to the grass, the 
gardens, and to improving the exterior of the buildings, 
whick stand much in need of it. The citizens of both 
cities—Norfolk and Portsmouth—hold in high estima- 
tion this, the only bit of park in the neighborhood. 

A battalion of eight companies of marines, to be 
commanded by Captain R. T. Collum, U. 8. M. C., 
will take part in the parade upon the occasion of the 
inauguration of President Garfield. Details from New 
York, Norfolk, and Annapolis will be ordered to Wash- 
ington to give proper strength to the companies. When 
they turn out the marines always take a high mark for 
cleanliness, steadiness and drill, and were it not for the 
tawdry Peruvian yellow which they persist in wearing 
on their shoulders, and which could be stripped off in 
five minutes, would have no superiors in tasteful ap- 
pearance.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Tue following has been received from Lieut.-Cel. 
Dudley, at Fort Cummings ‘Lieut. Maney, with 
Company K, 9th Cavalry, and thirty Indian scouts, has 
just arrived. He reports that he struck a trail of re- 
treating Apaches twelve miles south of Demena, and 
followed into Old Mexico about 150 miles. On the 
night of the 12th scouts discevered the tepees of In- 
dians in a canyon southwest of the Candaleria Moun- 
tains. Disposition was made for an attack. The In- 
dians, however, broke and scattered into the mountains. 
The camp and equipage and thirty horses were cap- 
tured. The party consisted of twenty bucks, three 
squaws and one child. The command for eight days 
had to rely on alkali water, and for two days were en- 
tirely without water. The retreating Indians were fol- 
lowed thirty miles.” Col. Dudley highly commends 
Lieutenant Maney’s perseverance and energy. 

General Davidson, commanding the District of the 
Yellowstone, telegraphs to Gen. Miles that the Crows 
are on the war-path against the Flatheads, and want 
Army protection. General Terry has telegraphed Gen. 
Davidson to maintain a neutral position in regard to 
the contest, but to use all proper means to allay the 
hostile feelings of the Indians. There are about 3,500 
Crows in the camp at Junction City. 








OFFICIAL TRIALS OF MACHINE GUNS. 


Tue following arc the results of the series of trials 
which have just taken place at Shoeburyness by the 
Machine Gun Committee, under the presidency of Ad- 
miral Boys, assisted by Colonel Close, R. A., late Su- 
perintendent of the Ordnance Factory at Enfield, and 
five other officers of the Navy, Royal Artillery, Royal 
Engineers, and the Line, Captain Bainbridge, R. A.., 
secretary. 

The competing guns were of the three leading sys- 
tems of rifle calibre guns—the Gatling, the Gardner, 
and the Nordenfelt—and there was also a Coleman- 
Gardner gun, made by the Pratt-Whitney Company in 
the United States.

In order to place the results before our readers in an

deration of ‘‘the long, distinguished, and faithful service of 
Col. Reynolds,” wholly remitted the same. 
The case has thus been, for some four years, finally dis- 
d of, and Ool. Reynolds has meanwhile been placed upon 
e retired list of the Army. By the operation of his sen- 
tence he lost no pay nor rank, and there is no specific thing 
which could be restored to him by the Executive (or even by 
Congress), by or through any consideration of his case. The 
general principle deemed to govern cases of this class is ex- 
pressed as follows by the Judge Advocate General in his Di- 
gest of Opinions, p. 424. 


An officer (or soldier) cannot in general properly be re ieved by 
executive authority from the consequences of a military order or 
proceeding, unless the same has deprived him of some specific 
rignt capable of being legally restored by the same authority, as a 
right to pay, allowances, or bounty, ora right of command, pre- 
cedence, etc. Action not lookirg to some recognized form of 
specific relief must in general be superfluous and futile, and to 
ae ean action is contrary to the usage of the War Depart- 
men 


As to the merits of the case, it is to be said that in an ela- 
borate and careful report upon the testimony on the trial, ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of War, and dated Feb. 12, 1877, the 
Judge Advocate General expressed the following opinion: 

I cannot, therefore, arrive at uny other result than that the 
judgment passed upon the case, after a fu } a Md the Court- 
martial—a tribunal compos2d mos!ly of officers 0! rank and 
large experience in the field—was not only a fair correct but 
also an indulgent one, and thet the sentence imposed by it involves 
no more than a just and moderate punishment. 


The General of the Army endorsed upon this opinion, ur- 
der date of Feb. 17, 1877, as follows : 


_ I have carefully read the Soremaing end such of the proceed- 
ings of the General Court-martial which tried Col. and Bvt. Major 
General J. J. Reynolds, 3d Cavalry, as are material, and am con- 
vinced that the members of that eminent court, all officers of rank, 
fame, and experience, have given every possible weight to the pe- 
culiar circumstances which involved that command during the 
eriod of the 16th, 17th, 18th, and 19th of March, 1876, on Powder 
iver, that theic findings are sustained by the best testimony, and 
that the sentence is moderate and just. ling profound sympa- 
thy for the officer charged, fo- his great intelligence and worth by 
reason of past National services, yet, in the interest of disci- 
pline, I must approve the sentence and recommend its execution.

Subsequently, however, the President remitted the punisl - 
ment as above mentioned.

In connection with the present application, the testimony 
contained in the voluminous record of the trial of Colonel 
Reynolds has now again been examined. Reference has also 
been made to the testimony on the trial (growing out of the 
same transaction) of Capt. Alexander Moore, so far as relates 
to the conduct of Col. Reynolds in connection with the expe- 
dition above indicated. » 
The result is that I am unable to perceive that any material 
injustice has been done this officer by the disposition made, 
in 1877, of his case, And as no new material evidence is now 
exbibited by him, I have but to report that in my opinion no 
pew or modified official action can, either in justice or law, 
properly be taken upon bis case at this time. ; 

I would add, that I learn from an interview with Colonel 
Reynolds at this bureau, that the feature in his case by which 
he deems himeelf the most aggrieved is the presence in the 
record of trial of the charge of violation of the 42d Article of 
War (misbehavior before the enemy). Of this charge he was 
in fact acquitted, being convicted under it of a minor offence 
only ; but as no disapproval of a remark upon this charge 
as such appears in the action published in the order of pro- 
mulgation, Le is understood, for the protection of his record 
in the service, and as an assurance to his family and friends, 
to desire to receive some official declaration, supplementary 
of the order, to the effect that the said charge was not 

erly preferred against him, and that the record of trial ac- 
units him of liability under the article named. It is true 
at this charge was struck out of the list of charges 
by the authority of the Department Commander, when first 
preferred, and it would appear to have been afterwards rein- 
troduced in order that every ible act of offence of the 


accused might be covered by technical allegatious. It is also 
true that there was no proof, on the trial, that Col. Reynolds 
was chargeable with the offence, as commonly understood 


among military men, of misbehavior before the enemy, or 
that he was wauting in personal co’ e, but the reverse ; 
his offence (as indicated in the report of the Judge Ailvocate 
General) being deemed to have consisted in a dereliction or 
failure to perform his entire duty. Such being the facts, the 
record would not be contradicted, nor the final action hereto- 
fore taken be modified or affected, by a simple statement in 
writing from the Secretary of War to the applicant, that it 
ap from the record of his trial that he was not properly 
amenable to a charge under the 42d Article, and that he was 
justly and properly acquitted of the same by the court. 

Such a statement would indeed be enougtenel, and in my own 
view, the judicial acquittal has answered all purposes of vindi- 
cation of the officer in po a to the goes Bat as 
he is understood earnestly to desire the assurance 
indicated, I have thought it not improper to present the 
facts pertinent to the matter of his request.

The Senate has passed a bill to restore Wm. H. Gill

to Jabez Berchard, assistant engineer on the retired list 
of the United States Navy, an amount which, with pay- 
ments heretofore made to him, will be equal to 75 per 
cent. of the sea pay of the grade or rank held by him at 
the date of his retirement by a naval board, to take 
effect from and after the date of his retirement by the 
naval board. 

They also, on Washington’s birthday, re-enacted a 
joint resolution, passed in 1879, but not acted upon, ap- 
propriating $3,000, for the purpose of erecting a monu- 
ment at, and to mark, the birthplace of George Wash- 
ington, which said sum shall be expended under the 
direction of the Secretary of State, who shall have the 
management and control of the erection of said monu- 
ment. In regard to this Senator Ingalls said: ‘‘ That 
resolution was passed by both Houses of Congress and 
approved by the President, and the money was at the 
disposal of the Secretary of State, to be expended in the 
manner provided by the resolution. He then, in com- 
pany with a we!l-known sculptor, visited the birthplace 
of Washington. It is, if I am informed correctly, in an 
old worn-out corn-field on a practically abandoned farm 
in Virginia, near tide-water, off from the routes of 
travel, and not accessible except a special pilgrimage is 
made to visit it. The Secretary of State and this sculp- 
tor concluded that under all the circumstances it would 
not be advisable to carry out the will of Congress, 
the sculptor submitted tu the Secretary of State a device 
fora beautifully decorated bronze cottage, with plate-glass 
windows, to contain various suitable inscriptions; and 
they proceeded to veto the act of Congress, declared 
that they would not carry it into effect, and submitted 
a report to Congress stating that it would be advisable, 
instead of putting this stone to mark the place, that the 
cottage or bird-cage to which I have heretofore referred 
should be substituted in its place, and that they would 
ask Congress to appropriate $30,000 for that purpose. 
. .« « The severe simplicity and the symmetry of the 
character of Washington would repel the idea of his 
birthplace being designated by any such extraordinary 

henomenon as this which was described.” A prcposed 
ncrease of the appropriation to $30,000 was rejected. 

The Senate has passed the bill extending for two 
years the time for filing claims for horses and equip- 
ments lost by officers and enlisted men inthe military 
service; also the Lill authorizing the settlement of the 
accounts of Richard H. Smith, late lieut. 3d U. S. Ar- 
tillery, who lost his life in the wreck of the steamer San 
Francisco, in the year 1853 ; also the bill (S. No. 1422) 
concerning the pay of engincers in the Navy which was 
published in the JovrNa at the time of its introduc- 
tion. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


The House Committee on Pensions report in favor of 
an increase of the pension of Julia A. Chambers from 
#8 to $20 a month, in view of the fact that this is an 
exceptional case, that she suffered the hardships of her 
husband and father, in their long services in the Army. 
She is the widow of Ordnance Sergt. John Chambers, 
U. 8. Army, who died in the Service at Fort Monroe, 
Jan. 80, 1879, after having served nearly half a century, 
and the ter of William Johnson, who was in the 
military service for a period of thirteen years, and who 
“was therefrom by reason of wounds con- 
tracted in battle with Indians. The committee recom- 
mend passage of the bill (H. R. 1830)gran‘*ing a pension 
to Peter Grattan, father of John L. Grattan, late 2d 
lieutenant of Co. G, 6th ment United States Inf., 
who was massacred by the Indians at Fort Laramie 
Aug. 19, 1854. The mother of Lieut. Grattan died June 
25, 1835, and his father, the petitioner, now 79 years of 
age, asks relief from the Government in the way of a 
ery for the services of his only son, of whom he has 

so long bereft. It appears that the son, during his 
lifetime, contributed of his means to the father’s sup- 
port, at one time sending him an entire montli’s pay. 

The Commissioner of Pensions rejected the claim of 
the widow of Major John W. T. Gardner for a pension 
‘‘on the ground that the cause of death, rheumatism in 
various forms, is shown to have originated at a time of 
peace,” and that ‘“‘the law provides no pensions for 
officers or enlisted men of the Army, or their widows 
and children, on account of injuries received or 
contracted prior to March 4, 1861, unless the injury was 
received or the disease contracted during the existence 
of a war.” The committee are of the opinion that if 
relief is granted at all in cases like the one brought to 
their attention by this bill, it should be by the general 
act and not by special acts. They, therefore, recom- 
mend that they be discharged from further consideration 
of the Fog and that it be wry vy ! postponed.

BILLS INTRODUCED.

DEBATES. 


There was considerable debate in the House Feb. 19, 
on the bill (S. 1964), to restore Greenleaf Cilley, now a 
commander on the retired list of the Navy, to the active 
list to take rank in the list of Captains without claim 
for arrearages of pay. It was stated by Senator Ham- 
lin who brought the bill up that it had passed the Sen- 
ate twice and received the favorable consideration of 
the Naval Committee three times. It isa bill, he said, 
‘“‘simply to restore Greenleaf Cilley tothe Navy. He 
was dismissed from the Navy upon the charge of in- 
temperance, and the evidence which is adduced I think 
is satisfactory (certainly it was to the committee) that it 
was little more at best than a single offence ; that he is 
a perfectly temperate man. The bill only restores him 
toa position which he lost by indiscretion, and such 
bills have passed this body year after year where it has 
been believed that an injustice had been done in the re- 
moval. Itis not only true in the Navy, but equally 
true in the Army.” 

Mr. McPherson said: I wish to state with respect to 
Mr. Cilley that he has no more right to be placed npon 
the active list of the Navy than a man who had never 
been in the Navy. I think it is one of the worst cases 
of restoration that have ever been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Naval Committee. Therefore I shall object 
at the present time tu its consideration, and shall be 
ready on Monday, if the honorable Senator from Maine 
will postpone it until Monday, to give the Senate all the 
facts in relation to the case. 

Inquiry being made it appeared that the bill which 
had passed the Senate placed Commander Cilley at the 
foot of the Commanders on the active list and also re- 
— his nomination by the President and confirma 
tion by the Senate. The bill for which Mr. Hamlia 
a3ked consideration is as follows:

THE STATE TROOPS. 


Tue REvIsIoN oF THE Miuirary Cope, 8. N. ¥.—The com- 
mission to revise the military code, consisting of Adjutant 
General Frederick Townsend, Inspector-General R. 8. Oliver” 
Comm.-General of Ordnance D. D. Wylie, Judge Advocate? 
General H. Russell, Brig.-General E. L. Molineux, 11th 
Brigade, and Col. S. V. R. Cruger, 12th Regt., has almost 
completed its labors ; the objectionable points so frequently 
quoted during the past months have been eliminated, and we 
can state, though of course not officially, that the amended 
code, to be presented to the Legislature, will be one most ac- 
ceptable to the troops of the State of New York. 

1. The reduction of the force from 20,000 to 12,000 was 
most strenuously arguod. It was shown, however, that to 
accomplish this object at least four or more organizations in 
the 1st and 2d Divisions must be disbanded. New York and 
Brooklyn has nearly 10,000 troops, fully armed and equipped, 
and if, as contemplated, the North and West were to have at 
least 5,000, the disbandment must be made or the maximum 
of the force retained at 15,000. This latter number meets 
the approval of the commission. As previously stated in the 
JouRNAL the number of divisions and brigades are to be re- 
duced ; but we are satisfied that for the present there will be 
no consolidation of the 1st and 2d Divisions, though one or 
more regiments of infantry and some of the artillery, (the 
cavalry have already been — out) will most probably be 
disbanded. Gen. Townsend has not, however, abandoned 
the idea of the consolidation of the two divisions. 

2. The abolition of the elective franchise of the companies 
in choosing their officers, and officers in selecting their fields. 
The commission has finally recommended the appointment 
of all general officers, the election of field and company offi- 
cers, and the appointment of all non-commissioned officers. 
Boards of Examination, however, are to be very strict, and a 
full return of the session of the board will be made with the 
application for commission. 

3. The tax exemption of $1,000 is to be restored. 

4. The class battalion theory, four companies each, is 

ractically abandoned though the commander-in-chief is to 
be permitted to test its merits among the country organiza- 
tions. 

5. The court-martial system has been most thoroughly and 
effectively remodelled, and though the abolishment of the 
imprisonment clause is advocated with much fervor itis not 
likely to meet with success. It will, however, be so recon- 
structed that it will be found impossible for good and de- 
serving militiamen to be left solely to the tender mercies of a 
sheriff or marshal, as under the present code. 

6. The question of uniform has not yet been fully decided 
though it is most probable that a service uniform will be 
issued, to be worn for all State duty, and drill purposes ; 
while organizations will be permitted to wear a full 
uniform for all parades of ceremony. This is one of the 
knotty questions which has come before the commission, and 
while it is argued that each and every organization in the 
State should be uniformed alike, and that the country com- 
mands need but one dress, it must not be forgotten that the 
regiments which the State would chiefly rely upon in case of 
trouble, have, in many cases for a half century past, been 
known and recognized by their distinctive uniforms. We 
most readily concede the necessity of the State troops being 
equipped alike, but this need not extend beyond the uniform 
worn for active service. This plan of a State uniform was 
tried at the close of the war, and though working satisfac- 
torily in the conntry, had to be abandoned in the cities, 
simply for the reason that the young men who continue to 
fill the ranks of the National Guard, desired something more 
than the mere routine of fonra right and carry arms. One 
by one the regiments in the cities adopted a full dress, forced 
to the alternative of good clothes or death. Next to his 
cvlors the soldier is most proud of his uniform, and though 
economy may suggest a reduction in the expense of equip- 
ment the abolishing of full dress uniforms will be found 
penny wise and pound foolish. Take away the full dress 
from the organizations in the cities of the State, and a re- 
duction of the force will not be found necessary. Regiments 
will die for lack of sustenance—recruits. 

Annual encampments have been fully decided upon as one 
of the great necessities of the State forces, while, though 
rifle practice is to be curtailed, it is not to be, as stated, en- 
tirely abolished. It is more than probable that the State 
military authorities will arrange with the Directors of the 
National Rifle Association for the erection of a permanent 
camp at or near Creedmoor for the accommodation of the Ist, 
2d and part of the 3d Divisions. The troops to gS into camp 
by brigades for one week, during which time a full course of 
rifle practice will become part of the instruction. It is also 
asserted that the marksman’s distinction is not to be done 
away with, but that the conditions for obtaining the trophy 
are to be made more severe. 

The commission is to hold one more session, this time in 
New York City, when the final arguments will be made. The 
new military code will be presented to the legislature early in 
March, and from present appearances there is little doubt of 
its receiving the requisite votes to become a law. 





GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, StaTE oF New Yorx.—General 
Orders No. 6 announces that to secure uniformity and effec- 
tive instruction in rifle practice, it is ordered : 

Commanding officers of infantry companies, during the 
course of the present season of drills, will devote at least a 
portion of three consecutive drills to the instruction of their 
companies in rifle practice. 

These drills will commence with fifteen minutes instruction 
in position and aiming, particular attention being directe 

the requirements of the kneeling position, and will be 
followed by a short drillin the school of the company, by 
“2 of relief to the men. 
ad ‘en minutes will then be devoted to the loadings and 


After an interval of rest, commandants will instruct their 
commands for some ten minutes in the motions of volley 
firing, with special reference to accuracy of aim, and particu- 
larly the giving of the commands with such uniformity and 
cadence, as will enable this to be secured. During this 
portion of the drill the men will be taught to fire effectively 
at the word of command, while standing, kneeling or lying 
down in ranks. 

Regimental and battalion commandants are directed to so 
arrange the company drills above mentioned that their in- 
spectors of rifle —- may be able to attend at least the 
first of these drills in each company, and report upon the 
same es the usual channels to Brig.-Gen. Alfred C. 
Barnes, G.I. R. P. In cases of separate companies attached 
to division or —_ headquarters, the division or brigade 
commandants will arrange for such drills so that their re- 
spective I. R. P. may, if practicable, atvend at least the first 
and similarly — upon the-same,’ But when not practi- 
cable—as travelling expenses and pay will not be allowed— 
the commandants of such te companies will make the 
required report. The I. R, P present at such drills, will aid 


the commanding officer in the instruction of his command, 
yvhenever so requested to do. 

Regimental commanders will see that their company 
officers thoroughly understand the method of instruction 
above ibed, and will cause such of them as are not 
familiar therewith to be assembled for instruction by them, 
assisted by the regimental inspectors. Regimental inspectors 
are specially charged with the instruction of recruits.

TWENTY-sECOND New York.—The right wing of this Hy 
ment, Companies A, B, D, I, and F, were assembled for 
drill at the armory, 14th street, on Monday, February 2ist, 
Assembly prompt at 8 o’clock Pp. m., and 20 minutes later the 
battalion, equalized in four companies, was turned over to 
Lieut.-Col. Camp, the instructor.

After wheeling into line an 
advance was (made, the alignment being capital, but the 
step remained much too rapid. On left into line from the 
column of fours was marred by the very slow dressing of 
companies, and the lack of promptness displayed by the 
guides in coming out on the new alignment. The move- 
ment was repeated with better success as tu dressing, still 
guides were lagging, while the manual at the halt was de- 
cidedly indifferent. Left front into line from column of 
fours was excellently executed, the left company carrying off 
the honors for steadiness and precision. On repetition the 
movement was marred by careless dressing. It was observed 
that the men were nearly 12 inches from the guides at the 
“front.” This is decidedly incorrect, and sheuld have been 
remedied by the officers. The man next the guide ought to 
have his breast against the arm of the guide, and the dress 
should be close up. Front into line faced to the rear was 
very handsomely performed. The lack of haste was par- 
ticularly noticeable, the men taking things coolly and evincing 
no disposition to hurry the movement. Double columa of 
fours was good, the oblique being prompt and the siep regu- 
lar ; distances between the fours on the left of the column 
was far too great. The front into line, deployment, was 
excellently done. The double column was reformed, and 
the deployment front into line executed in double time in 
splendid shape. During the drill the men paid prompt at- 
tention, but showed that they need considerable brushing 
up in the manual, which by the way, was with few exceptions 
very ragged. The step during the drill was not good, being 
either toe fast or too slow, seldom correct. A very notice- 
able feature of the evening, and one which is generally 
slurred in most regiments, was that of bringing up the 
general guides, markers, and color guard. They were 
marched to the color line and turned over to the adjutant 
in a soldierly manner. It was quite a relief from.the gene- 
cal order of things in other regiments, where the color 
guard, etc., straggle up in a manner which is calculated to 

ive an ordinary soldier a cold chill. The 22d deserves credit 
for performing soldierly duties in a soldierly way. It gives 
the spectator a good impression at the start. Recriuts gene- 
rally are responsible for causing the disorders in a battalion 
drill, and this was no exception tothe general rule ; their 

resence in line was very evident. Why do regiments of the 
Rational Guard put these recruits in the ra so quickly ? 
Why not keep them in the squad until they are properly set 
up and become steady. It is indeed a bad mistake to permit 
20 or more men to spoil the manoeuvres of a battalion. 
The guard during the evening was most efficient. 

Ninta New Yorx.—This regiment celebrated Washing- 
ton's birthday by a grand full dress reception, review, dress 
parade and battalion drill at the Madison Square Garden on 
Tuesday, Feb. 22d. The doors were thrown open about 7.30 
P. M., and by 8 almost every seat in the vast building was oc- 
cupied, it being estimated that there were fully six thousand 
guests present. At8p.m.the drum and fife corps under 
Drum Major Hill, beat reveille, followed with an overture by 
the regimental band. In the meanwhile the companies had 
assembled in the lower hall of the building, and at the close 
of the overture, the adjutant made the equalization, ten 
companies of sixteen files. The battalion was formed shortly 
before 9 o’clock, the ceremonies of the evening being com- 
menced with a dress parade. The formation was slow, the 
color company being at fault while its commandant hesitated 
as to which flank he should dress to. This hesitancy caused 
a delay in the companies of the left wing. The manual of 
carry, order and parade rest, was fair, the bang at the order 
was, however, too loud in most of the companies. The 
‘sound off” of the band was excellent and well merited the 
applause it received. The ‘‘present’’ was good, but the man- 
ual of arms was very ragged, the motions being hurried and 
slurred, and at the “right shoulder” the Cucking of heads 
were most noticeable. The 1st Sergeant’s reports were well 
delivered and the dismissal good. After the officers had sa- 
luted Col. Ryder, he stepped to the front and ordered ‘“‘close 
order, march,” instead of permitting each captain to signal 
the sergeant. On the closing of the ranks, however, the ob- 
ject of the movement wa: at once seen, for ist Sergt. C. L. 
Kelley, Co, C, stepped fromthe ranks, and on behalf of the 
non-commissioned officers and men presented Col. Ryder 
with an elegant diamond badge, at the same time stating 
that to Col. Ryder was largely due the present efficiency of 
the regiment, and that the esteem in which the command 
was held, was greatly due to his energy, perseverance and 
earnest purpose. The colonel responded briefly. At the 
close of the presentation, though the battalion was at atten- 
tion, the were broken and the’ men testified their 
friendship by pounding the floor with their rifles and feet.

Ranks 
were opened and the ‘‘present” delivered in splendid style, 
the applause being renewed and repeated again and again as 
tbe reviewing party passed around the line. The 
was good with the exception of some distance lost by the 
5th, 6th, and 7th companies. The marching and alignments 
were excellent and salutes fairly delivered. The review was 
a grand success and the best we have ever witnessed in the 
. The men were steady and officers prompt. The com- 
mand as then dismissed and dancing closed the festivities: 
of the evening. Taken as a whole the reception and drill of 
the 9th Regiment for 1881 was one of the brightest in the 
annals of the regiment. We would call the attention of 
Col. Ryder to the very imperfect guard duty performed dur- 
ing the evening.

Seventa New Yorx.—This command paraded for bat- 
talion drill in fatigue uniform, while belts, at its armory, on 
Monday ——> Feb. 21. The regiment was equalized in 
ten companies, twenty-six files front, and at 8.20 adjutapt’s 
call was sounded, the formation being for ‘‘ dress parade.” 
This formation was decidedly slow and faulty, particularly 
in the left centre companies. The captains have not as yet 
become accustomed to their positions in the new armory, for 
ihe 7th company apparently lost its place, and thus delayed 
the whole left wisg. When this company finally came into 
line it was crowded and over much dressing was had before 
the “front” was given. The ‘‘carry, order, and parade 
rest” were splendidly delivered, it being most difficult to 
decide as to the best execution between the 4th, 5th, and 9th 
companies in line, with a leaning, however, towards the 
manual of the 9thcompany. The “sound off” of the band 
was excellent, their marching and counter marching being 
frequently applanded. After their return and during the 
balance ef the ceremony the band was most remarkably 
steady. The ‘‘present” was magnificent. After receiving 
the command Col. Clark dispensed with the manual of arms, 
and directed the adjutant to receive the reports. We would 
recommend the right sergeant of the 7th company to care- 
fully peruse that portion of the Tactics relating to 1st ser- 
geants, on page 349. It may save him from being a second 
time the odd mxn of eleven at the reports. As a whole the 
ceremony was of the very best, and fully up to the standard 
of the 7th regiment; we have rarely seen a better executed 
dress parade. After a short rest a few movements in the 
manual were executed. and the marchings taken up, the step 
in the first column of fours being bad, while distances, both 
in companies and fours were particularly poor in the left 
wing. Ata wheel into line this wing was much crowded at 
the dress. At ten minutes to 9 Brig.-Gen. N. A. Miles, Maj.

Line was formed by on 
right into line, the manual being splendidly execute?, A 
march column of fours left in front was spoiled by a most 
irregular step. After wheeling the column of fours into 
line Col. Clark signalled the adjutant, and the marksmen of 
the regiment were ordered to the front and centre, form- 
ing six lines, with the six years’ marksmen in the front. 
Col. H. A. Gildersleeve then, on behalf of the Major-Gen- 
eral commanding the 1st Division, ste to the front and 
in a most appropriate speech presented the State decorations 
for 1880. After speaking of the magnificent record of the 
7th regiment the Colonel stated that with their 342 marke- 
men the 7th had more men wearing this decoration than 
any other three regiments in the State service, but then 
much had been and still would be expected from the 7th 
regiment. He referred to this as being the probable last 
time these decorations would be presented to the command;
